To the tremendous conflict now 
tending Europe asunder, We, as the 
gniversal shepherd of souls, cannot 
without failing im the duty imposed 
gpon Us by the sublime mission of 
peace and jove entrusted to Us by 
God, remain indifferent, nor can We 
witness it in Silence. Thus, from the 
earliest days of Our Pontificate, in 
the anguish of Our heart before this 
erue! spectacle, We urged repeatedly 
Our exhortations and Our counsel: 
upon the contending nations, in order 
to induce them to lay down their arms. 
and to settle their dissensions, accord- 
ing to the requirements of human 
lignity, by pacifie consultation. Throw- 
ing Ourself as it were among the 
hellicerents, as a father might do be- 
tween sons at strife, We have en- 
treated them, in the name of that 
God whd is Himself love infinite, to 
renounce the purpose of mutual de- 
struction, to declare clearly once for 
all, whether directly or indirectly 
what are the aims and objects of each 
nation, bearing in mind, as far as is 
wet and practicable, the several 
national aspirations; but accepting. 
where need is, for the sake of equal 
good in the general commonwealth of 
nations, whatever sacrifice of self-love 
or selfish interest may be demanded. 
That was, that is, the only way to 
calm this monstrous conflict accord- 
ing to the dictates of justice, and to 
reach a peace profitable not to one 
alone’ of the contending parties, but 
to all, and thus a peace equitable and 
lasting

We 
must not cease, when oceasion serves 
from pointing to any means whatso- 
ever that may be within reach in the 
hope of attaining to the much-desired 
end. 

And occasion is’ provided Us today 
by certain religious women, who have 
informed Us of their intention of join 
ing im spiritual union for prayer and 
self-denial, with the hope of obtain. 
ing from the infinite mercy of God 
the withdrawal of this scourge. Such 
a project could not but be most a 
ceptable to Us, who hag ever in 
sisted upon diligent prayer an 
Christian penance as the only refuge 
of Our own heart and for every human 
heart in the time of this horrible 
fratricidal war, and as the one ef 
fectual means for obtaining from 
God the peace for which We sigh. We 
have, therefore, blessed this enter- 
prise with all the warmth of Our 
fatherly heart,.and We give it public 
praise, wishing that all the Faithful 
may make it their own. We trust 
that not only in Rome, but in the 
whole of Italy and in the belligerent 
countries, Catholic families, especially 
in the time consecrated by the Church 
to Christian penance, will withdraw 
themselves from worldly shows and

Summary religious statistics of the Catholic 
Church in this country are being supplied to the press 
by P. J. Kenedy & Sons, pub ishers of the annual 
“Official Catholic Directory.” 

Though thirty -two dioceses have not sent in fe- 
vised figures on “population”, the Directory gives 
17,022,879 as the actual count of figures submitted 

relative to the number. of Catholics in the United 
States proper. 

In very few didteses is there an annual ‘census of 
membership gathered. This is particularly true of the 
latgest Catholic dioceses, where, af course, the in- 
¢rease in number of souls is greatest. There are many 
more Catholic people in every large city parish than 
the pastor is aware of, and those who are Catholics in 
™ flame only, though they have not formally withdrawn 
» ° from the Church, are not counted as parishioners, 
* é@¥en when they ate known. 

Hence Kenedy’s compiler of statistics, Joseph H. 
Meier, is very conservative in his estimate of the 
actual membership of the Church in the United States 
when he sets it at near ly 19,000,000. Adding to these 
me Catholics living in Alaska, the Canal Zone, the 

ilippines, Porto Rico, étc., we find that about 

Pi oe Catholics live under the United States flag. 

There are 19,983 priests, including members of 
religious. érdets, which means that each one has an 
average of 1,000 souls to look after. 

All Protéstant churches combined have less than 
25,000,000 members, yet 150,000 ministers look after 
them—an average of only 166 persons to each min- 
ister.

Catechiam Céntére are ihdiepensable in large cities. They are at 
least equally necessary in country districts. The lay aposties of the Con- 
fraternity of Christian doctrine have found that in various towns, where 
thefe WAs neither Catholic ehutvth nor Sunday School, the majority of" 
pupils in non-Catholic Sunday schools were Children of Catholic for- 
eigners. As many as thirty or fétty of ' hese boys and girls were at times 
récoveted from such achools in a single afternoon to Be ifistructéed in their 
own faith. 

The heroiem of these lay catechists has beén réfiarkable. Sunday 
after Sunday they have gone forth upon their distant mission, by con- 
veyantes or on foot, to teach the classes which their téal had established 
no léss bravely and undauntedly. 

“This,” writes an active promoter ,“we have béén doing, winter and 
suinmer, for almost nine years, in fair weather and foul, all for the love 
of God and of His little ones. Many tities the writ@? has taken the hands 
of boys and girls, eighteen yeats of age and older, and has traced upon 
their forehead and shoulders the sacfed Sign of the Crosse. Their parents 
had fallen away from the Church afd their childréri were raised in utter 
ignorance of religion.” 

Thus the “great ltakage” 
stantly be stopped. 

But it is impéftant that loyal Catholics in distaht localities should 
themselves be tati#ht and @ncouraged to take up this great work. Wit- 
ing to the Catholic Instruction League, and proposing its introduction 
into his diocése By means Of & circular letter, the Bishop of Bismarck, 
N. D., aptly @tatéd this home-mission problem and its solution: 

“Our conditidtis are entirely different from those of the cities, as 
most of our Catholics aré@ &cattered over an immense territory. What we 
need is good Catholic men and women who will gather the children of

His dWn résolution WAS itimediately carried int® effect, and on 
Décember 25, 1916, he ordained in a pastoral letter that “means must be 


found to gathe? all Catholic children of every mission on &ll Sundays for 
religious instruction.” The emphasis here indicated was given by the 
Bishop himself. Where the work could not personally be accomplished 
by the prieat, he insisted that good and Yealous Sunday schdo!l teachers 
should be selected, not from among the ladies only, but likewise from 
among the mé@n, and in particular the young men 

“Make it cléar to them that teaching children the truths of salv&tion 
is one of the noblest and most meritorious works, a truly apostolic work, 
which will share in the rewafd of the Apostles. Try to sécure a sufficient 
number of such catechists so that each oné can devote his attention to a 
comparatively smal! number of children, and thus dé fiore fruitful work. 

“Where many childten live far from church, organize Sunday schools 
in different parts of the missions, so that evéty Child can reach the place 
of instruction without difficulty. Catholic famili@s afe glad to offer their 
homes for such a purpose. Priests Who make the visitation of the parish 
afid keen the liber status animarum, &s the Church prescribes, will find it 
centers of instruction are nedded.” 

He finally desired that at his episcopal visitations these teachers 
should be introduced to hith that he might give them to understand how 
he appreciated their apostolic efforte. May Catholics everywhere
